And in such action a’l persons and corporations, or 
either thereof, contributing to such damage com­ 
plained of may be joined as defendant*, and all such 
persons or corjioraiions who shall suffer or allow 
any such tailings or debris to escape into any such 
river channels or the tributaries thereof shall be 
deemed to have contributed to such damages com­ 


plained «»f, and upon a recovery being had the plain­ 
tiff fchall be entitled to a judgm ent for triple dam ­ 
ages. 1

THE 
HEAVENLY 
BODIES. 


The size, and motions, and distance of 
the heavenly bodies are such as to exceed 
the power of ordinary imagination, from 
any comparison w ith the sm aller things we 
see around us. 
The earth ’s diam eter is 
nearly 8,000 miles in length, but the sun’s 
is above SS0.000 and the bulk of the sun is 
above 1,300,000 tim es greater than th at of 
the earth. 
The planet Ju p iter, which 
looks like a mere speck, from his vast dis­ 
tance, is nearly 1,300 tim es larger than the 
earth. 
O ur distance from th e sun is above 
95.000.000 m iles; bu t Ju p iter is 490,­ 
000,000, and 
Saturn 
900,000,000 miles 
distant from the sun. 
The rate a t which 
the earth moves around th e snn is OS 000 
miles an hour, or 140 tim es sw ifter than 
the motion of a cannon b a ll; and the 
planet M ercury, th e nearest to th e sun, 
moves still quicker, nearly 110,000 miles 
an hour. 
W e, upon th e earth ’s surface, 
besides being carried round th e sun, move 
round the earth ’s axis bv the rotary or 
spinning m otion which it has ; so th a t in 
every tw enty-four hours we move in this 
m anner nearly 24,000 miles, besides mov­ 
ing around the sun above 1,000,000 mile». 
These m otions and distances, however, 
prodigious as th ey are, seem as nothing to 
those of the comets, one of which, when 
farthest from the sun, is 11,200,000,000 of 
miles from h im ; and, when nearest the 
sun, flies a t the amazing rate of 880.000 
nnles an hour. 
Sir Isaac N ew ton calcu­ 
lated its heat at 2,000 tim es th a t of red hot 
iron ; and th a t it would take thousands of 
years to cool. 
B ut the distance of the 
Axed stare is y et more v a s t; they have 
been supposed to be 400,000 tim es farther 
from us than we are from the sun, th a t is, 
38.000.000.000.000 
miles ; 
so 
th a t 
a 
cannon ball would take nearly 9,000,000 
years to reach one of them , supposing 
there was nothing to hinder its course 
thither. 
As light takes about eight m in­ 
utes aud a q uarter to reach us from the 
sun, it would be above six years in coining 
from one of those stars ; b u t the calcula­ 
tions of later astronom ers prove some 
stars to be so far d istan t th a t th eir light 
m ust take centuries before it can reach us ; 
so th a t every particle of light which enters 
our eyes left th e sta r it comes from 300 or 
400 years ago.

She will not live an hour bereft of her 
three-cornered bit of leather which in ­ 
closes th e m ystic phrase tiiat is potent to 
w ard oil' the evil-eye. 
She distrusts T ues­ 
day as the m other of ill luck, and will not 
celehrate the birthday anniversaries of her 
children, nor even record the date, lest 
some magician use it to cast a spell against 
th e child. 


C o n n e c t io n 
o f D u st w it h F o g s a n d 
C l o u d s.— An im portant investigation has 
been begun by John A iken as to the in ti­ 
m ate connection of dust w ith fogs and 
clouds. 
In air containing no d u st—filtered 
air—no condensation of vapor occurred 
when steam was let into it, while in air not 
deprived of its dust steam soon produced 
cloudiness. 
W ithout describing th e vari­ 
ous experim ents he m ade to test th e fog- 
producing properties of ordinary atm os­ 
pheric air and gases from various sources, 
the general conclusions may be given : 
1. 
W henever w ater-vapor condenses in the 
atm osphere it alw ays does so on some solid 
nucleus. 
2. D ust particles in the air form 
the nuclei on which the vapor condenses. 
3. If there was no du st there would be no 
fogs, no clouds, no m ists and probably no 
rains, and th e supersaturated air would 
convert every object on the surface of the 
earth into a condenser, on w hich it would 
deposit. 
4. Our breath, w hen it becomes 
visible on a cold m orning and every puff of 
steam as it escapes into th e air, show the 
im pure and d usty condition of our atm os­ 
phere. 
Mr. A iken states th a t these con­ 
clusions are those derived only from labora­ 
tory tests, and w arns his readers th a t in 
th e grand arena w here nature w orks there 
m ay intervene other agencies of which he 
took no notice and for which he made no 
allowance. 
How ever, he m akes it plain 
enough th at m eteorologists can not any 
longer disregard th e am ount of d u st in the 
air as a very potent factor in determ ining 
the kind of w eather th a t m ay prevail in a 
given locality.

The great power which m akes for 
righteousness, w hether w ith M atthew A r­ 
nold we call it one thing, or w ith M atthew 
A rnold’s father we call it another, is not 
sh u t up to the use of any one agency, any­ 
one im plem ent, any one professional set of 
men. 
Paul would have been a printer, we 
doubt not, if th e w orld in his tim e had 
been old enough, and would have set up a 
press in every city where he w ent to plant 
th e Church. 
Let us get out of our heads 
this weak piece of affectation th a t the 
clatter of th e printing press is drow ning 
th e voice of th e pulpit. 
T here is plenty of 
w ork for the pnlpit to do. L et th e preacher 
stick to it, au<] m ake th e m ost of it. A fter 
he has done all he can, there m ust still re­ 
m ain a w ork he cannot do, which th e press 
can. 
Let it alone, if you cannot help it.—

ERNOR STANFORD'S LETTER. 


Counterfeit coins abound at Eureka, Nev. 
Small pox 
among 
Capay (Mendocino 
county) Chinese. 
Only three prisoners confined in the Men­ 
docino county jail. 
Two cases of highway robbery near Napa 
within the past week. 
There are but four prisoners now con­ 
fined in the Yolo county jail. 
Caspar Mendocino county) Good Tem­ 
plars are building a §1,500 hall. 
Five persons, heads of families, lately 
united with the Second Congregational 
Church, San Bernardino. 
It is estimated that in Carson City, Nev., 


a t l e a s t §50,000 is paid a n D u a l l j to t n e 
Chinese lauudrymen and cooks. 
It is the intention of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad to build a suspension bridge 
across the Salinas river in the spring. 
At Bellevue,' Idaho, the snow is from 
four to si* feet deep. 
Avalanches are 
frequent and many people have 
been 
crushed. 
Mr. M089, who drove a hand ol cattle 
into the Malheur country’ last fall, has 
offered half of them to any one who will 
feed them till spring. 
A large force of men have been busily en­ 
gaged repairing the California Pacific Rail­ 
road between Woodland 
and Knight’s 
Landing during the past week. 
The bonded indebtedness of Santa Cruz 
county, 
including 
§114,000 of rauroad 
bonds in litigation, is §201,300. Theamount 
of coin in the treasury is §50,002 04. 
Says the Red R.uff People's C 
a : 
Tehama county is loser probably, in private 
and public property, to the amount of 
§250,000, but the hydraulic miners did not 
do it. 
At Millville, Shasta county, according to 
the Democrat, the recent high water sur­ 
rounded and flowed across the town, com­ 
ing into many houses, sweeping away the 
bridges and causing much loss. 
A dead horse was found in the reservoir 
of the Jackson (Amador county ) water 
works last Monday. 
As soon as the news 
was circulated over town, hydraut water 
became suddenly unpopular as a beverage. 
It is rumored at Los Angeles that Colonel 
Peter Donahue will at once proceed to 
build a railroad from Isis Angeles to the 
Pacific Coast Steamship wharf at Wilming­ 
ton, as a rival of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 
It is estimated that over §100,000 worth 
of logs, ties and timber have gone down 
the Columbia, past Vancouver, 4 \. T., 
within a week. 
The water was covered 
half a mile wide for four days, going to sea 
at the rate of four miles an hour. 
The chief bridges on the military wagon 
road across the Cascades from Eugene have 
been carried away. 
Grades have been 
washed out and land-slides have covered 
the roads so that it is doubtful if travel 
can be resumed until late iu the summer. 
Among the persons who are attending 
Court iu Fresno arc W. T. Henderson and 
Wm. Howard, who were members of Cap­ 
tain Love’s command, and aided in the 
killing of Joaquin and Steve Cunumgham, 
who arrived in California with Stevenson's 
regiment. 
Several years ago the line between Trin­ 
ity and Mendocino counties, and a small 
portion of the line between Trinity and 
Humboldt, were surveyed at the joint ex­ 
pense of the counties interested. 
The rest 
of the boundary of Trinity county has 
never yet been surveyed. 
There are double the number of married 
men employed on the Comstock than single 
ones. 
Iu spite of this fact a great many 
families are in actual want. 
Store people 
refuse to trust them, their friends are with­ 
out means, and many a wife and child goes 
to bed feeling the need of food. 
South of Lone Pine, Inyo county, there 
aie a few oases, 
Oiaucha and 
Haiwai 
Meadows, where grass grows, but no grain, 
on 
account 
of insufficiency 
of water. 
Owens Lake, the Dead Sea of the West, is 
a large body of water, IS miles long, and 
is a wonderful mixture of salts, borax and 
other substances. 
It is stated that the orchards and vine­ 
yards in the vicinity of Vacaville. Solano 
county, aggregating some 600 or 700 acres, 
are yielding §150,000 per annum, and each 
fruit farm is a witness that every acre of 
good laud there, in three or four years, can 
be made to produce annually a net income 
of from §100 to §1,000. 
The Congregational churches of Dakota 
are about to establish a college and have 
invited offers from different 
localities. 
Tyndal, a year-old town, offered §3,000 
and land ; Valley Springs, having 100 in­ 
habitants, offered §S,000 : Yankton, §10,­ 
000 cash and valuable land. 
Action has 
been deferred till next May. 
A well was recently sunk in frout of the 
hotel at Linkville, Or., and at the usual 
depth an excellent spring of good cold 
water was struck. 
It being thought ad­ 
visable to go deeper, the workmen pro­ 
ceeded a few feet farther and struck a 
heavy stream of boiling water, such as is 
frequently found in the Klamath basin. 
An heir of the Castro family has com­ 
menced suit to recover all of the land in 
what is commonly known as the Santa 
Rosa grant, lying south of Sauta Rosa 
creek, Sonoma county, and it is said will 
commence suit iu a few days against over 
1,700 owners of land on the north side of 
the same creek. 
It is said to be a black­ 
mailing suit. 
The Carson Appeal says : On Tuesday 
evening’s train was a Mrs. lliordan of Vir­ 
ginia, lxmnd for Havana, Cuba, to collect 
§25,000 prize which she won in the Jan­ 
uary drawing of the Havana lottery. 
A 
San Francisco banking house offered to dis­ 
count the prize at ten per cent., but the 
lady concluded that she could save nearly 
§2.000 by making the trip. 
The recent earthquake at Cholame, Mon­ 
terey county, was a severe one. 
On the 
Parkinson ranch mud and water were 
thrown ten feet high. 
One large spring 
boiled out water blood-heat for a day or 
two, but gradually cooled off. 
At another 
piace it threw up a large sulphur spring 
and the ground sunk about four feet. 
There was a loud explosion preceding the 
first earthquake. 


A letter from the Wood river country, 
Idaho, says in many places are to be seen 
the rifle pits and holes sunk in the bedrock 
by the first parties who passed through the 
country locking for placer mines and fight­ 
ing Indians. 
There were large parties 
from Boise Basin and Rocky Bar who 
scouted through the country as early as 
1844-5. 
In one place three skeletons were 
fouad in-a rifle pit. 


The loss of the bridge across the south 
fork of Smith River has forced the mail- 
carriers to adopt a somewhat primitive 
plan of crossing the river, but which has 
been long used by the natives in some 
parts of India. 
A rope has been stretched 
across the river, about 40 feet from the 
water, and on it is attached a canvas sack, 
into which the carrier gets with the mail. 
He then pulls himself across. 


OLD LION. 


The New York Tribune, in a candid and 
argumentative review of Governor Stan­ 
ford’s letter in .eply to the Chamber of 
Commerce of New York city, has the fol­ 
lowing : 
It is a pleasure to see a great public 
question discussed with vigor, frankness 
and courage. 
There is so much demagog- 
ism and so much shallowness in current 
discussions of the more ditiicult problems 
of the time, that foe or friend, if capable of 
appreciating real merit, must rise from the 
perusal of Governor Stanford’s letter on 
railroad regulation with a feeling of great 
satistaciion. 
Whether one wholly agrees 
with him, or wholly disagrees, it is impos­ 
sible not to feel glad that the subject has 
been handled with such manifest sincerity 
and thoroughness of conviction, such sin­ 
gular courage, such complete mastery of I 
the matter iu hand, and such breadth and ' 
power of reasoning. 
With fairness it may be said that there 
has been a great deal too much attempt to 
assert aud set forth what are loosely called 
“ the rights of the people against corpora­ 
tions.” 
Cheap demagogues iu every vil­ 
lage, in moat of the corner-groccries, and 
in all the legislative bodies, have been 
spouting for years, in utter ignorance of 
the fact that the interests of the people, 
and not their rights, are at stake. 
Strip 
the question 
of 
all 
husks, 
and 
it 
is 
this : 
Can 
the 
people 
afford 
to deprive certain property and enter­ 
prise of rights or freedom, in order to 
wield such control as it is possible for the 
people to exercise over the means of trans­ 
portation ? Is it for the interests of the 
people, in the long run, and all conse­ 
quences considered, to take from property 
employed in transportation the measure 
of freedom enjoyed 
by 
property em­ 
ployed 
in 
farming, 
manufacturing or 
trading? The correct statement of the 
question does not answer it, as some hastily 
suppose. 
It is possible that there are 
sound reasons, of public necessity and 
public welfare, for denying ordinary free­ 
dom or ordinary rights to property em­ 
ployed iu this branch of business. 
But one 
thing is certain. 
No progress whatever 
toward a correct decision of the question 
can be made until the question lias first 
been correctly stated. 
All the clatter of 
shallow demagogues about the rights of the 
people is as barren, useless and irritating 
as the popping of firecrackers on Independ­ 
ence day. 
In this country the people 
have now and will have, all the rights and 
all the powers that belong to them. 
The 
question is, whether they can afford to ex­ 
ercise all the powers that they have, or to 
deprive individuals of any rights that they 
now enjoy. 
The argument of Governor Stanford is 
exceedingly forcible and clear. 
No one 
else has made it so plain that railroads have 
power to give minimum rates only where 
they have power to charge maximum rates 
upou business that is not thereby impeded 
or checked. 
By depriving them of power 
to charge high rates upon freight which 
easily pays such rates, the State would de­ 
prive them of power to give low rates to 
other classes of business which can exist 
only if low rates are granted. 
Still more 
forcible is his argumeut that it is always 
aud everywhere the interest of transporta­ 
tion companies to build up new business 
which will yield a p manent revenue to 
themselves. 
In the encouragement of im­ 
migration, of agriculture, of development 
of tniues and of manufacturing, the rail­ 
roads have done aud are doing vastly more 
to build up the country and to insure its 
prosperity than is generally understood. 
In order to encourage this expansion of in­ 
dustries it is often necessary for railroads 
to make discriminations, because they can­ 
not live if they give to all shippers and to 
all kinds of freight as low rates as are often 
given to establish new enterprises. 
It is well worth while, also, to observe 
what (¡overnor .Stanford says of the prac­ 
tical effect of changes in rates. 
The con­ 
sumers, as he urges, do gain comparatively 
little in times when low rates are secured 
by competition or by legal interposition. 
Neither do the benefits go in large measure 
to the producers. 
The middlemen or 
traders reap most of the benefit. 
It is, 
therefore, a pertinent aud important ques­ 
tion whether tiie advantages which they 
derive are, with respect to the -w elfare of 
the whole community, sufficient to out­ 
weigh the disadvantages which result from 
a policy of restriction. 
The argument has 
been clearly and forcibly presented in Gov­ 
ernor Stanford’s paper, and it must be re­ 
garded as a most valuable contribution to 
the discussion of a difficult question. 


H un g a rian’ F lo u r M il l s. — A n Ameri­ 
can gentleman, largely interested in the 
Western States, according to the London 
Times, has been inspecting the Hungarian 
mills with a view to adopting the machin­ 
ery and syetem of working in his own 
country. 
The Hungarians use a large 
number of rollers—between thirty and 
forty—made of chilled iron and porcelain, 
in place of the buhr stones used in other 
countries. 
The 
Hungarian 
plant and 
manufacture are more expensive than in 
Amarica ; but the former gets 80 per cent, 
of flour from the wheat, while in the 
United SUtes the average yield is only 
about 69 per cent. 
The Hungarians have 
also sent a commission to America to study 
the operations there, so as to enable them, 
if possible, to resist American competition 
in Austrian markets.

LITTLE JOHNNY’S BEASTS. 


INSIGNIFICANCE 
OF PRIMEVAL 
CITIES. 


I cannot conclude without examining 
once more the question whether this pretty 
little town, with its brick walls, which can 
hardly have housed 3,000 inhabitants, 
could have been identical with the great 
Homeric Ilios of immortal renown, which 
withstood for ten long years the heroic 
efforts of the united Greek army of 110,000 
men, and which could only at last be cap­ 
tured by a stratagem. 
First, as regards 
the size of all the prehistoric cities, I repeat 
that they were but very small. 
In fact, 
we can hardly too much contract our ideas 
of the dimensions of those primeval cities. 
So, according to the Attic traditions, Ath­ 
ens was built by the Pelasgians, and was 
limited to the small rock of the Acropolis, 
whose 
plateau 
is 
of 
oval form, 900 
feet long and 400 feet 
broad at its 
broadest 
part; 
but 
it 
was 
much 
smaller still until Cimon enlarged it by 
building the wali on its eastern declivity, 
and leveling the slope within by means of 
debris. 
The Ionians, having captured the 
city, forced the Pelasgians to settle at the 
southern foot of the Acropolis. 
According 
to Thucydides, Athens was only enlarged 
by the eoalesence of the Attic demi there 
effected by Theseus. 
In like manner 
Athens, Thebes, Mycena-, and all the other 
cities whose names are of the plural form, 
were probably at first limited to their 
stronghold, called polis, and had their 
names in the singular ; but the cities hav­ 
ing been enlarged, they received the plural 
name, the citadel being then called Acrop­ 
olis, aud the lower town polis. 
The most 
striking proof of this is the name of the 
valley “ Polis” in Ithaca, which is not de­ 
rived from a real city or acropolis—for my 
excavations there have proved that this 
single fertile valley in the island can never 
have been the site of a city-—but from a 
natural 
rock, 
which has never been 
touched 
by 
the 
hand 
of 
man. 
This 
rock, 
however, having precisely 
the 
shape 
of 
a citadel, is for 
this 
reason now called castrón, and was no 
doubt in ancient times called l’olis, which 
name has been transferred to the valley. 
The ancient I’olis or Asty was the ordinary 
habitation of the town-chief or king, with 
his family and dependents, as well as of 
the richer classes of the people ; it was the 
site of the Agora and the temples, and the 
general place of refuge in time of danger. 
We have traces of this fact in the extended 
sense of the Italian ca3tello, to embrace a 
town, and in the Anglo-Saxon burh ; also, 
as Professor Virchow suggests to me, in 
the 
Slavish 
gard—hortus 
(Burgwall). 
“ What, indeed,” says Mr. Gladstone, 
“ have we to say when we find that, in the 
period of the incunabula of Rome, the 
Romans on the Palatine were probably 
faced by the Sabines on the hill of the 
Capitol?” 
It is, therefore, not the small­ 
ness of the third, the burnt city, which 
can prevent us from identifying it with the 
Homeric Troy, because Homer is not a his­ 
torian, but an epic poet.—[Dr. Schliemann 
on Troy.

WHAT 
WE 
MAY 
EXPECT 
GRESS. 
FROM 
CON- 


Our W ashington dispatches of yesterday 
record the progress of our delegation in ob­ 
taining aid from Congress for the improve­ 
m ent ef our rivers. 
Senator Farley has 
introduced an amendment to the River and 
H arbor bill appropriating $250,000 for the 
construction of storage reservoirs for the 
mining debris, and for further investigation 
of the question in accordance with the re­ 
port of Colonel Mendell. 
But our W ash­ 
ington reporter observes that this amend­ 
m ent has no chance of being adopted. 
He 
says: 
“ The present time is especially 
“ unpropitious for efforts to obtain Con- 
“ gressional action on this subject, while 
“ the California Legislature is discussing 
“ the advisability of repealing the State 
“ debris law, and while the utility of past 
“ expenditures is seriously questioned. 
“ But aside from these considerations it is 
“ evident to every intelligent observer in 
“ Washington that Congress is not likely at 
“ any time to grant aid for the protection of 
“ one portion of the people of California 
“ from the results of the lawful operations 
“ of some other portion of its population, 
“ and it is extremely similar to the de- 
“ mands of certain Southern States that 
“ the General 
Government shall build 
“ levees along the Mississippi river for the 
“ protection and benefit of the contiguous 
“ lowlands, the propertyof private owners.” 
It is evident that the w riter of the above 
dispatch begs the whole question in assum­ 
ing that the deposit of debris in the 
streams is a “ lawtul operation,” but it is 
none the less apparent that up to the pres­ 
ent time there exists no sentiment in Con­ 
gress favorable to the recognition of the 
claims of this State for aid and adequate 
relief in the premises. 
The probability 
is that no more than $30,000, the sum 
inserted by the House in the river and 
harbor bill, will be appropriated for the 
Sacramento river, and of course such an 
amount would be practically useless. It is, 
in fact, perfectly clear that it is out of the 
question to trust to Congress in this m at­ 
ter, and that if the State should abandon 
the rivers, nothing at all will be done for 
them. 
There should therefore be no 
divided counsels, but the inhabitants of 
the Sacramento valley should unite in de­ 
manding the maintenance of the debris bill 
as a sine qua non, and this whether the 
Legislature can or cannot be induced to do 
anything towards checking or regulating or 
stopping hydraulic mining. 
The one great 
necessity of 
the 
hour 
is 
to avert 
the danger of being -left without any 
remedy whatever, and this should he the 
prime consideration until the close of 
the session. 


In our issue of Saturday we warned the 
community “ against any movement which 
“ aims at sacrificing the debris bill under 
“ the pretext of stopping hydraulic min- 
“ ing,” and we further expressed the opin­ 
ion “ th at it is impossible to obtain ten 
“ voteB in either branch of the Legislature 
“ in favor of the latter proposition.” Sena­ 
tor Hill has w ritten to a contemporary 
charging ns with making what he calls 
“ rather a reckless assertion,” and he seeks 
to justify this accusation by referring to 
the vote in the Senate on Friday on the 
motion of Senator Davis “ to take up Seta 
“ ate Bill No. 317 out of order, and make 
“ it the special order for next Monday." 
Senator Hill says: 
“ Twenty Senators 
“ voted to take up the bill out of order, 
“ and sixteen 
voted against 
it. 
The 
“ tw enty Senators who voted in the affirm- 
“ ative are in favor of the passage of the 
“ bill ; and at least four of those who 
“ voted in the negative and two of the 
“ four absentees, would also vote for it. 
“ Thus it will be seen th at there are at 
“ least twenty-six votes in the Senate in 
“ favor of Senate Bdl No. 3-17, which, it is 
“ claimed, would virtually put a stop to 
“ hydraulic mining.” 
W e now propose to 
bhow that the vote cited by Senator Hill 
was not a test of the views of the Senate 
in regard to the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining, and th at consequently the Sena­ 
tor’s charge of recklessness against this 
journal recoils upon himself. 
In the first place it is necessary to ascer­ 
tain w hat Senate Bill No. 347 proposes. 
Senator Hill's reference to it would justify 
the inference th at it is a bill to stop hy 
draulic mining, whereas, in fact, it involves 
no such conclusion. 
It is entitled “ An 
“ Act to amend Section 3S2 of an A ct en- 
“ titled ‘ An Act to establish a Code of 
“ ‘ Civil Procedure,’ approved March 11, 
“ 1S72, relating to parties to civil actions.’ 
The original Section 3S2 is as follows 
“ Of the parties to the action those who 
“ are united in interest must be joined as 
“ plaintiffs or defendants ; but if the con 
“ sent of anyone who should have been 
“ joined as plaintiff cannot be obtained, 
“ he may be made a defendant, the reason 
“ thereof being stated in the complaint 
“ and when the question is one of a com 
“ mon or general interest of many persons. 
“ or when the parties are numerous, and 
“ it is impracticable to bring them all 
“ before the Court, one or more may sue 
“ or defend for the benefit of all.’’ 
The 
amendment proposed is as follows : “ In 
“ actions to abate a nuisance, or for an in 
“ junction to prevent the commission or 
“ continuance of acts creating a nuisance, 
“ all persons contributing to the creation 
“ of or continuance of the nuisance com 
“ plained of may be joined as defendants.’ 
.The intent of this bill is to overcome a 
supposed defect in the law under which 
an attem pt was made in 1879 to obtain an 
injunction agaiDst the hydraulic miners. 
In that case the Supreme Court ruled that 
there had been a misjoinder of parties, 
The ground on which the plaintiffs were de 
feated was in effect th at their counsel had 
failed, in drawing the complaint, to show a 
community of interest or concert of action 
between the defendants. 
In other words, 
the case failed through the error of the 
plaintiffs’ 
attorney, 
and 
now Senator 
Davis has brought in a bill intended to 
cover th at error. 
The wisdom of legisla­ 
tive endeavors to prevent lawyers from 
blundering is certainly questionable. 
The 
Court intim ated at the time that if the 
complaint had been drawn as it should 
have been drawn, the case would not have 
gone off on this point. 
Perhaps the Legis­ 
lature had better pass a general law to 
protect litigants in advance against the 
errors and omissions of counsel, but un­ 
less this can be done it is difficult to per­ 
ceive how any special statute can guaran­ 
tee immunity from such blunders. 
Senate Bill No. 347, however, evidently 
is not a bill to stop hydraulic mining. 
It 
is merely a bill to enable plaintiffs to se­ 
cure the opportunity to have their cases 
heard. 
Senator Hill is certainly guilty of 
extreme recklessness when he intimates 
that the passage of this bill “ would vir­ 
t u a l l y put a stop to hydraulic m ining.” 
It would obviously do nothing of the kind. 
I t 
might prevent 
the 
attorney from 
making a particular blunder a second time, 
but it assuredly would not limit his capa­ 
city for blundering in all other directions. 
It is very easy to see how many Senators 
who are adverse to any measure proposing 
the stoppage of hydraulic mining might be 
willing to vote for such a bill as this ; but 
a curious circumstance is that Senator Hill 
himself has already voted on two occasions 
(the lfith and ISth instants) against this 
very bill for which he claims that there is 
so much sym pathy among the anti-debris 
members. 
A little explanation on this 
head would seem to l*e iu order before the 
Senator undertakes to question our state­ 
ments again. 
Senator H ill’s own position on this bill 
may be taken as indicative of the general 
disposition of members. 
If he, who has 
been so active an opponent of the debris 
bill, is not willing to help a measure which 
merely gives the victims of hydraulic min­ 
ing their day in Court, how can it be ex­ 
pected that members less interested in the 
repeal of the debris bill can be got to take 
strong ground againBt the continuance of 
hydraulic m ining? W e believe, aftercare­ 
ful inquiry made since writing the article 
which Mr. Hill has sought to controvert, 
th at we have rather understated the real 
position. 
W e believe that it would proba­ 
bly not be possible to secure anything like 
ten votes in the Senate for a bill squarely 
proposing the stoppage of hydraulic min­ 
ing. 
In fact a leading member of the 
Senate informed us only yesterday th at he 
doubted whether a single vole could be had 
for such a bill. 
This, then, is the situa­ 
tion towards which all those sufferers from 
hydraulic mining who favor the repeal of 
the debris bill are drifting. 
Should they 
succeed they would find that they had de­ 
stroyed the only avenue of relief now open 
to them, and that they would be exposed 
thenceforward to the unchecked action of 
the hydraulic process, with no possible re­ 
course but the slow, costly and uncertain 
action of the Courts.

will disappear, and then her levees will 
become absurd. 
The other is th a t unless 
the Sacramento river is corrected and its 
channel deepened, no levee, however high 
and thick, will afford us absolute protec­ 
tion. 
Let the filling of the river bed go on 
as it has been doing for the past ten years, 
and a time must come when the highest 
levees we can build will fail to keep out 
the flood waters. 
Either of these objec­ 
tions, taken singly, would be fatal to the 
insular policy referred to, but both together 
demonstrate its utter unreasonableness. 
Sacramento is not 
self-sustaining. 
She 
cannot live without a surrounding popula­ 
tion. 
W hatever tends to depopulate the 
valley outside of her limits tends to pau­ 
perize her. 
And a policy which takes no 
account of anything outside the city lim­ 
its must not only alienate the good will of 
the neighbors upon whom we are depend­ 
ent, but by depriving them of our aid in 
protecting themselves, force them to aban­ 
don their lands. 
In fact, the programme 
referred to is a narrow and shortsighted 
one, and could only produce injury to this 
community. 
Our lot is cast in with that 
of our neighbors, and we cannot adopt an 
exclusive policy save at the risk of mutual 
ruin.

LEGISLATIVE GOSSIP. 


The latest account of the sack of Lima 
puts quite a new face upon the affair. 
It 
is now stated that in the final battle out­ 
side the city the Peruvians really defeated 
the Chileans, and that if they had followed 
up their advantage they might have routed 
them completely. 
But President Pierola 
was completely exhausted physically, and 
sank into a deep sleep on the field of battle. 
Immediately upon this all his officers ap­ 
pear to have become brigands, without 
patriotism or honor, and to have incited 
their men to pillage Lima in advance of the 
advent of the enemy. 
So while Pierola 
was sleeping these rascals led their troops 
back to the city, and commenced to sack it 
deliberately, even murdering those who re 
sisted them. 
The quality of these Peru 
vian soldiers is shown in the statem ent 
th at when a small body of foreigners organ 
ized a sort of vigilance committee, the great 
body of plunderers instantly disappeared. 
Certainly it is not to be wondered at that 
with such wretched material for officers 
poor President Pierola should have failed 
to rescue his country from the invaders, 
and after such an experience of Peruvian 
patriotism it is difficult to sympathize with 
the people in their subjection. 


PARNELL. 


Parnell’s recent address does not appear 
to have done him or his cause any good. 
It is said to have alienated all the English 
Liberals, all the French Liberals, and a 
good many Irish Liberals. 
His intimation 
that he relied upon the efforts of his coun­ 
trymen in the United States has put an 
aspect upon the situation which must ren­ 
der success hopeless, while his practical 
abandonment of constitutional methods 
must arouse against him the immense ma­ 
jority who will have nothing to do with 
revolutionary experiments. 
His visits to 
Paris recently have created a strong distrust 
of his intentions in Ireland, where it is be­ 
ginning to be suspected th at he thinks 
more of his personal safety than of the 
cause he represents. 
His impracticable 
and visionary suggestions make intelligent 
men hopeless of his leadership, and alto 
getlier his manifesto has been productive 
of very much more satisfaction to his en 
emies than to his friends. 
W hether he is 
losing his head, or whether he never had 
a head to lose, matters comparatively lit­ 
tle ; it is apparent that he is ceasing to 
command the implicit confidence of his 
party, and that symptom is the prelude to 
collapse. 


THE FUNDING BILL. 


There is an old but 
wise 
proverb, 
“ Never holloa till you are out of the 
woods,” and this proverb is just now ap­ 
plicable to the supporters of the new re­ 
funding bill. 
They cannot distinguish 
between the enactment of a law and the 
success of its operation. 
They jump to 
the conclusion th at its passage means 
the carrying out of its provisions. 
Of 
course this is an absurd mistake. 
The re­ 
funding bill has yet to be tested, and no 
one can say whether it will be a success or 
a failure until it has been tested. 
Already 
many of the National Banks are hastening 
to surrender their circulation rather than 
accept the provisions of the bill, and 
should this movement become general the 
Government would discover that it had 
lost one of its chief instrum entalities for 
floating the bonds. 
If the National Banks 
refuse to take them it is not very prob­ 
able th at they will be snapped up by the 
general public, and until it is known what 
the majority of the National Banks intend 
to do it is useless to speculate upon the 
outcome of the hill. 


CITY AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


There are some people who think th at 
the best course for Sacramento would be to 
spend all the money she can afford upon 
her own levees, and leave the rest of the 
valley to take care of itself. 
There are at 
least two fatal objections to this policy. 
One is that if the rest of the valley is left 
to destruction, the trade of Sacramento ;

Some Things Talked o f—The History of the 
So-called Dead-Lock. 


About the State Capitol just now there is 
considerable gossip, and for one who can keep 
his mouth closed and his ears open there is 
plenty of food for thought and any amount of 
talk to hear. 
It is true there is less of the 
old activity observable in the lobby, and the 
third house is much less prominent id its 
movements, but while numerically les3, it has 
lost none of its cunning, nor does it run its 
parallels or form its lines of offense and de­ 
fense with any less strategic skill. 
The great 
question—the absorbing one—is the 
SO-CALLED DEAD-LOCK. 
Now, in truth, there is no dead-lovk at all. 
Legislation is proceeding in exactly the or­ 
der intended by the Constitution &üd the 
laws, and the talk about a dead-lock is pure 
fiction, gotten up and maintained for the ex­ 
press purpose of blinding the popular vision 
and obscuring the real questions at issue. In 
pronouncing that there is no dead-loek is not, 
however, denying that there is an effort to 
delay certain legislation, and a strong effort 
to accomplish certain unworthy ends. 
Iu 
pursuit of such policy, upon the so-called de­ 
bris bill is saddled the fiction of the alleged 
“ dead-lock.” 
Iu view of that situation, a 
brief and concise statement of the facts as 
read by the impartial observer from the pages 
of the legislative history of the present term 
is both interesting and convincing, and fullv 
demonstrates the prefatory statements herein 
made. The bill for the repeal of the drainage 
Act, more popularly knowu as the debris 
hill, was introduced in the Senate, and came 
from that body to the Assembly after a pas­ 
sage had with all the appearance of spite 
work. 
It was pushed through as if anger 
was the motive power and with no evidence 
of partisanship, for this same body of men 
passed, at the last session, the Act to pro­ 
mote drainage by a large majority. 
The re­ 
pealing Act was not passed until a committee 
of the Senate had reported to it 
SUSTAINING THE ACTION 
Gf the Commission. The Senate had no new 
light upon the subject-matter proper, all the 
official reporta sent to that body and all the 
new statements made being precisely in a line 
with the arguments U3ed and the scientific 
demonstrations made, which induced the 
Senate to pass the original bill a year ago. 
But the repealing Act was passed by the 
Senate and sent to the Assembly with evi­ 
dences of haste, which added new force to the 
conclusions regarding the spirit of spite or 
anger which actuated the Senate. 
However, 
thus far the proceedings were all regular and 
in the usual order of legislation. 
In the 
Assembly the hill was received and taken 
out of its regular course for the first ti ne by 
being referred to a committee to which it 
would ,uot have regularly gone. 
That com­ 
mittee reported the next day, whereas had it 
gone to the regular committee it might have 
taken the allotted ten days. 
Thus nine days 
advantage was given to the bill, and thus far 
every movement was in its interest. 
But it 
appears that at this point the attempted 
haste was checked by a wise legislative rule, 
for the bill went, as it must under the law, to 
the bottom of the file, to be taken up in its 
REGULAR COURSE. 
It will b e s e e D , therefore, that thus far the 
recorded history of the bill shows nothing 
unusual, save in the matter of its reference, 
and of this its friends cannot complain. 
It 
likewise appears, and is conclusively shown 
by its history, that it has not and does not 
now delay legislation, and that it is not the 
cause of any dead-lock, and that so far as it 
is concerned there is no dead-lock, and that 
there is not npr h3H there been a solitary stum 
bling-block to prevent the Legislature as a 
body proceeding regularly with all its af 
fairs. 
None but willfully prejudiced minds 
can possibly arrive at any other conclusion. 
But the listener in the lobby and the spec­ 
tator on the outside, and the inquirer on the 
inside, will discover, if he has a grain of wit, 
that there are other important matters be­ 
fore the Legislature which are attempted to 
be used to delay legislation. 
He will also 
discover that if there is any delay whatever 
it does not arise out of the condition or situa 
tion of any bills, so far as their legal status 
is concerned, but is the illegitimate offspring 
of lobby influence, selfish men and interests, 
and party conspiring. He will discover that 
THE APPORTIONMENT BILL 
Is a huge white elephant on somebody’s 
hands ;th at the Executive Gommittee of the 
Republican State Central Committee had the 
exceeding bad taste recent y to come to Sac­ 
ramento and hold a meeting iu the State 
Capitol building and counsel with legislators 
to secure the passage of an apportionment 
bill. 
The Republican party lias, he will dis­ 
cover, a majority ia both houses of the Legis­ 
lature, and that the responsibility of any new 
apportionment must rest with it. 
Now, 
the Democrats, 
who 
in 
this 
instance 
are in the middle of the stream and likely to 
be swept along with the current, believe that 
if the Republicans make the reapportionment 
they will doit so as to make it quite certain 
that a Republican will be chosen United 
States Senator. 
Several apportionment bills 
have been introduced, and the Republicans 
MAKE NO CONCEALMENT 
That whatever apportionment bill is passed 
it shall work to Republican advantage. 
The 
rule in the Assembly that a two thirds vote 
is necessary to take up a bill out of its regular 
order has been the cause of much con fusion of 
ideas on the outside, but those conversant 
with the rules of deliberative bodies, and even 
the lobby, which seldom has any qualms of 
conscience, admit that its application is alto­ 
gether in the line of wisdom and th<* right, 
and promotive of good legislation. Without 
it a bare majority could t- ke up business out 
of order, and by combinations could favor the 
lobby 
so as 
to put 
its pet measures 
at the top of the tile constantly. The 
Speaker, for enforcing the rule, has been 
the subject of much criticism, 
and no 
little abuse, but it is clear to the observer 
that no blame can attach to him. 
If there 
wTas no such rule the Assembly would over­ 
rule his decision, ami thus demonstrate his 
error. 
The Democrats iu the Assembly, it is 
apparent, appreciate the situation, and it is 
an open secret in the corridors ar,d lobby that 
they vote to sustain the decision of the Ghair 
to maintain the so-called dead-lock and to de­ 
feat the apportionment bill. 
If, therefore, 
legislation is retarded, that bill aud not the 
debris Act is to blame for it. The frankest 
of the lobby a ’rait this when pushed to the 
wall, and only smile grimly when less honest 
ones insist that the slackens bill is the leaven 
of the trouble. 
But beyond all this the 
looker-on will notice that there are a number 
of other bills, such as concern water aud 
water rights, irrigation, riparian rights, and 
three or four 
EXCEEDINGLY BAD BILLS 
* 
Concerning taxation, all of which have an 
influen ;e upon the present situation. Some 
of them are of a designing order, and belong 
to that class of legislati m for which men 
forego their personal judgments for the sake 
of making political capital with constituen­ 
cies.’ These bills play important parts in de­ 
laying legislation. 
Generally every bill that 
has from one to ten opponents, but for which 
there is manifestly a majority in its favor, 
leads all these individuals to sustain the two- 
thirds rule, and oppose its suspension in any 
case, in the hope oi thus defeating the legis­ 
lation azainst which they are arrayed, and 
which they know in their individual capacity 
they caDnot defeat. 
There are about 
SIX HUNDRED 
Different propositions, or hills, before the 
two houses of 
the Legislature. 
Every 
one of these has 
antagonized somebody. 
E ich individual would be glad to get up the 
bill he is most desirous should pass, but its 
opponents will enforce the two-thirds rule 
and deny to each bill the advantage of being 
taken up out of its order. This simple state­ 
ment of the situation should make clear to 
all the real truth concerning the falsely-called 
“ dead-lock,” for there is none, and legisla­ 
tion is, as has been stated, proceeding ex­ 
actly in the order designed by the laws and 
by the rules of legislation. 
There is delay, 
loss of time by reason of the eff irts made to 
take up bills out of order, and the consump­ 
tion of valuable time in attempting to break 
down the two-thirds rule, but only a dis­ 
torted judgment can, from this situation, 
claim that there is a dead lock. The wan­ 
derer among the intricacies of the lobby and 
the parties will find that there is a parly in 
and out of the Legislature anxious to secure 
AN EXTRA SESSION 
O f' that body. This party of men believe 
that the only way to accomplish this end is 
to prevent the passage of the appropriation 
bill, and hold out the threat of a general jail 
delivery if the legislature adjourns without 
passing the bill. The people who believe 
that certain pet measures can be got through 
by an extra session being called, depend 
upon the pressure they think they can bring 
to bear on the Governor. 
This class act 
upon the hypothesis that if the appropriation 
bill is not passed the Governor must, perforce, 


call an extra session. 
Now, as he must name 
in his call, if he makes one, the measures to 
be considered at such a session, each person 
of the class named is strongly impressed with 
the idea that he can bring to bear on the 
Executive sufficient influence to have the 
particular measure favored by him (the pet j 
hobbies of these people who have such a high 
regard for their own power to influence) 
named in the call. I t is as remarkable as it 
is amusing, when moving among the lobby 
and the advocates of “ nice little measures,” j 
to notice that there is scarcely any man in 
favor 
of 
any 
measure 
who 
has so 
mean 
a 
regard 
for 
himself 
as 
to j 
think 
for 
a 
moment 
that 
he 
may 
not be able to persuade the Governor to issue 
the call, and so these over-confident people 
come to believe that the call will be made, 
and the pet measure named in it, and other 
men quite as shortsighted, are brought to rely 
upon these self-sufficient ones. 
As a conse­ 
quence, there exists 
A DISPOSITION TO DEFEAT 
The appropriation hill, aud it grows stronger 
daily, because the line of such defeat has 
come to be a part of the settled policy of 
nearly all these measures, the friends of 
which wish molded into laws, and which they 
realize can only be accomplished by the call 
for an extra se sion. 
So far as the Governor 
is concerned, the inquirer at the Capitol finds, 
even before he reaches the Executive office, 
that there will be no call by the Governor— 
information w’hich that magistrate confirms 
very positively by expression when con­ 
sulted regarding it. 
It is noticeable that the lobby is a lazy one, 
that it has comparatively little to do just 
" iu this certainly it in-

article written by the Hon. John H. Jewett, 
and published in the R bcord-U nion on the 
19th inst. 
Mr. Jew ett says I have mistated 
facts regarding the filling of the slough run­ 
ning through this town, and then s a y s: 
“ The truth is that no man ever did offer to 
perform a work fof $2,000, or any other sum 
tor which Mr. Tarks asked $30,000.” Mr. 
Jew ett then goes on to say that Mr. Parks 
did make a proposition to fill the slough in 
I 1871 for $30,000. 
My statement was correct 
; in every particular, except as to the cost of 
the G-street dam, which should have been put 
1 at$l,600 in place of $2,000, andwasmadeupon 
j the an*hority of a number of the Common 
1 Counci to whom the proposition of Mr. Parks 
j was made, and who again this evening reiter­ 
ates his statement that he aud another mem­ 
ber of the Common Council proposed to do 
the work for $2,000, and says further the 
first dam did not cost $1,000. 
I found no 
fault with Mr. Parks’ proposal, neither did 
1 say the slough had been entirely filled, but 
“ the work of tilling commenced, and showed 
■ conclusively that the work proposed by Mr. 
Parks for $30,000 could be done for one-tenth 
i of that sum.” 1 still believe the slough 
could have been filled completely if a dam 
< twice as high as the original one had been 
constructed, and the cost would then have 
been $3,000, provided the same parties who 
did the work in 1871 had been employed sub- 
quently, for, by using the old dam as a base, 
now but gossip, and 
_ 
__________ __________________ ____ ____ 
dulges with unwonted freedom. 
One hears 
tney could have raised it five feet hie her I r a 
it whispered, therefore, about the corridors, 
halls and lobbies that the difficulty about the 
extra session is to be surmounted, the scruples 
of the Governor as to the expense to the 
people 
are 
to 
be 
overcome, and 
by 
lobby shrewdness the mountain is to he re­ 
duced to a mole-hill. The present very fer­ 
tile field for gossip among the lobby favors 
the ploughshare of inquiry and upturns all the 
details of the plan. 
It is that the Repub­ 
lican State Central Committee, aided by cer­ 
tain aspiring politicians, and certain other 
gentlemen with less judgment than money, 
shall furnish $15,000 in gold coin of the Re­ 
public, with which to pay the per diem of 
the legislators and attaches for a pericd 
sufficiently long to enable that grave and 
reverend body to legislate until it can reach 
the apportionment bill. Concerning this mat­ 
ter such Democrats as lay around the lobby 
make no remark in the hearing of Repub­ 
licans, however audibly they may sm ile; 
but in the privacy of 
their own coun­ 
cils, 
and 
under 
the 
shadow 
of 
the 
Penal Code, they remark, with a wisdom 
which does them more credit than the man­ 
agement of some of their campaigns would 
lead one to award them, that if anything of 
that kiud is attempted the gentlemen who 
engineer the job will be very likely to get 
themselves into such close quarters that they 
will wish their mothers had never given birth 
to sons—in short, that any such a proposition, 
if carried out, will amount to nothing more 
nor less than improper lobbying, and render 
all engaged in it liable to a lengthened resi­ 
dence 
IN THE STATE PRISON. 
They are disposed to think that it will be a 
simple and unadulterated offer to employ 
legislators to enact given measures, and that 
the Legislature itself will thereby be placed 
in the attitude of an employe. They say 
quietly to each other, suppose a railroad cor­ 
poration, a water or a mining company 
should come into the lobby with a sack, and 
should offer to furnish money to defray legis­ 
lative expenses during 
an extra Bession, 
could anyone 
be 
warranted in drawing 
any 
other 
conclusion 
than 
this, 
that 
it was done to influence legislation, and that 
the legislators accepting it are guilty of par­ 
taking of a corruption fund ? And they add, 
with a very serious expression, that it is just 
as unlawful to offer money, promise or re­ 
ward to secure the passage of good as of bad 
bills. They can see no difference between the 
act of a party or corporation swinging the sack, 
and an individual manipulating the money­ 
bags in the lobby—and it must be confessed 
that the force of their logic is such as not to 
be resisted by the most specious and stilted 
declamation about “ the good of the State,” 
and all that. 
The Democracy, however, has 
not grown so suddenly and thoroughly honest 
that it will cry out and warn the Republicans 
—far from it. Nothing would suit it better 
than to have the plan suggested get well upon 
its legs, for it believes that the attempt 
would sufficiently damn the Republicans, and 
supply the Democrats with campaign ammu­ 
nition enough to wipe the dominant party 
from the political slate of California next 
year. 
It is apparent to the unimpassioned ob­ 
server after a week or two of on-lookiug aud 
a study of the matter, that the Republican 
party 
LACKS LEADERS. 
Its want is strong men ; strong in the s»nse 
that constitutes political leadership, 
it is 
becoming painfully apparent that leadership 
in the establishment of right principles and 
in the marking out of a policy, to deserve 
well of the people by originating aud passing 
measures of great public value, is lacking. 
The doctrine that great parties live by adher­ 
ence to great principles appears to have been 
banished from the minds of politicians who 
train under second-rate leadership. 
But 
these reffi ctions, though the direct result of 
observation, lead the gossip-hearer from the 
track of news, which conviction brings him 
back again, and to the reproduction of a 
very silly story that is floating about in the 
lobby and within the bar and without. 
I t is 
almost too foolish to repeat, decidedly too 
mean and manifestly too baseless to excite 
contempt, 
and serves 
only 
to 
awaken 
ridiculous mirth at its absurdity. 
Neverthe­ 
less, there are some so far lost to the sense of 
the ludicrous and so ready to accept the moat 
outrageous and indecent stories concerning 
anything of the corporation kiud that this 
CONTEMPTIBLE STORY 
Has not lacked for believers. The tale ia to 
the effect that the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company (and, by the way. to the casual ob­ 
server it would appear that that institution 
is never to be anything but a kind of bugbear 
in some minds, and an eternal scare-crowfor 
very little ones), that the Central Pacific 
Company has formed a league, conspiracy, 
combination, or what not, with the Demo­ 
cratic party—head, hams, shoulders and 
heels—to prevent the passage of the appor­ 
tionment bill. 
Whatever that corporation 
may do, sensible men do not write it down a 
fool, nor snap up for belief every story told 
of it, especially such as would indicate the 
managers of that concern to be asses. 
The 
number taking stock in this witle.-s yarn is 
not large, but its believers are apparently :in- 
cere, a judgment which, while apologetic for 
their belief, can hardly be considered as com­ 
plimentary to their intelligence. 
Having by 
an unintentional route got back to this ques­ 
tion of the apportionment bill, it may be 
stated that it is conceded at the Capitol that 
the bill to be passed will result in a legislator 
to succeed Senator Farley, and this fact has 
led, doubtless, to some one inventing the 
story that the railroad corporation desires to 
have Senator Farley returned, in lieu of any 
other yarn with which to spice the occasion. 


THE MEASURES OK GREATEST IMPORTANCE 
Now before the Legislature may be briefly 
enumerated : The appropriation U:l, the ap­ 
portionment bill, all Acts and parts of Acts 
relating to hydraulic mining aud correction 
of the rivers, and lastly, the county govern­ 
ment bill. 
In this connection it has leaked 
out that the county officers now holding pro­ 
fess to believe that if the Legislature does 
not pass a county government bill, they will 
hold over until a subsequent Legislature does 
accomplish such legislation, as, for iustance, 
the Legislature to assemble two years hence. 
So it appears that about all the county offi­ 
cers, Republicans and Democrats alike, under 
that immortal maxim and rule of conduct 
“ hold fast to a good thing,” are united in 
maintaining the position that nothing shall 
be taken up out of order. 
And with this 
statement of lobby gozsip the leader is 
brought back to the starting point, as also to 
the fiuale of this chapter on lobby and Legis­ 
lature, to wit, that on thiB question the 
county officers bring to hear a strong pressure, 


less amount than the cost "f the first work. 
In this I only claim for the G-street dam what 
“ scientific engineers” claim for the Yuba 
and Bear river dams. 
Mr. Jew ett says: 
“ The work was commenced in 1871 and was 
so 
far 
successful 
that 
a considerable 
deposit was made,” and then he goes on to 
state what was 
done subsequently. 
If 
bunglers bad charge of work after 1S71 I am 
not responsible for any extra expenses they 
may have incurred, neither are my friends, 
the Conneilmen, who are both in this city 
and will substantiate my statements. 
If a 
dam TOOfeet long and 5 feet high was put in 
f *r less than $l,ti00, my figures concerning 
the cost of the State dam unon the Yuba 
should have beeu less than $45,000 instead of 
$51,000. 
Mr. Jewett says: 
“ One other 
statement in Dr. Stone’s somewhat remark­ 
able communication I wish to notice. The 
dam put in by the Council in 1871 is still in­ 
tact, its alignment and crest are perfect, and 
yet the writer has frequently stated that the 
best engineering talent in the State or United 
States coaid not construct a dam that would 
not wash out.” I will not bay Mr. Jewett, in 
making the above statement willfully tells an 
untruth, but he draws largely upon his 
imagination. 
I have often stated 1 hoped the 
dams upon the Yuba aud Bear rivers would 
stand, that their “ utter worthlessness might 
be demonstrated so far as retaining even 
coarse material was concerned.” 
I have 
never stated brush dams could not be made 
to stand, but I did and still do say a dam 
constructed like the State dam upon the 
Yuba river, and with the same foundation, 
in my opinion cannot be made to stand. 
So much for the dam. 
Mr. .Jewett again 
says : 
“ The truth is, the whole article, like 
the Doyle communication, shows the animus 
of the writer. 
He disagrees with and does 
not like Mr. Parks, politically or otherwise.” 
Mr. Doyle in his communication indulged in 
ungentlemanly language toward Mr. Parks, 
although his main statements are correct re­ 
garding the brush and earthwork State dam. 
Mr. Jew ett indulges in the same kind of 
language toward my-eif, aud here the simi­ 
larity of the animus between Messrs. Doyle 
and Jewett is shown. 
I now challenge Mr. 
Jewett 
or any one else to state one 
ungentlemanly 
remark 
I 
have 
made 
concerning 
Mr. 
Parks 
either 
to 
our 
citizens 
or 
in 
my 
communications. 
I have not even accused him of “ making an 
effort to swindle the city.” I simply com­ 
pared Mr. Parks’ plan for filling the slough 
with the one adopted by the Council, as I had 
a right to do. 
I did not know what Mr. 
Parks’ plan was, blit as Mr. Jewett has now 
explained that plan, which was to take the 
water from the Yuba river at a point ahove 
us and carry it to Marysville through a ditch 
or flume, 1 will say that upon that plan 
Mr. 
Parks, 
in 
my 
opinion, 
would 
have made a neat little profit of from 
$20,000 to $25,000. 
When Mr. Jew ett says 
1 do not like Mr. Parks politically or other­ 
wise he makes an assertion which 1 pronounce 
positively an untruth. Hon. Wm. H. Parks 
aud myself have never passed an unfriendly 
word, personally, to my knowledge, and I 
think Mr. Parks will substantiate this. The 
citizens of Marysville with whom I have con­ 
versed regarding Mr. Parks cannot say I ever 
spoke of him except as a good neighbor and 
my personal friend. I think Mr. Parks 
does not consider me socially his enemy, 
for not long ago he did me an especial- 
personal favor. As far as Mr. Parks’ private 
character is concerned, I defy any one to say 
1 have ever assailed it in any way. 
In my 
intercourse with Mr. Parks I have always 
tried to he gentlemanly toward him, and I 
know he has always been so to me. 
As a 
public man I have a right to differ with Mr. 
Parks, and 1 do not agree with him politi­ 
cally. 
Mr. Jew ett has "hobbies” of his 
own, and I presume he thinks those “ who 
differ with him are wrong.”

LOGAL INJELUGENOE. 


T he Citv Taxes.—The Board of City 
Trustees held a meeting last Saturday for 
the purpose of making the tax levy for the 
ensuing fiscal year. 
In addition to the 
Trustees th ire were present a large number 
of the Boatd of Trade and others, represent­ 
ing the various departments and interests of 
the city. Quite a full and free interchange 
of views took place in relation to the amount 
which was deemed necessary for the several 
funds. The Mayor presented the following 
schedule, which, he stated, had been care­ 
fully considered in connection with the re­ 
quirements of each, so far as deemed advisa­ 
ble to attem pt to provide for at present, and 
which be was satisfied was as high as should 
be made or the pe pie desire to have levied r 
For the genera! fund, §1 on each £100; Kire 
Department, 24 cents (including 2 cents for 
the Fire Department bond and interest fund); 
School Department, 30 cents; levee ami 
drainage, 18 Cents; p ¡ice fund, 10 cents; 
Kowle bond redemption fund, 7 cents; 
library fund, 5 cents. After full considera­ 
tion the above was adopted, thus makiog the 
total levy $2 on each £100. the same as last 
year. May >r Turner will introduce a resolu­ 
tion before the meeting of the Board of Trus­ 
tees this morning, instructing the City Sur­ 
veyor to proceed at once to make an exami­ 
nation and "survey as to what is Dow required 
to make the city levees ai s Intdy secure, aud 
to perfect the drainage of the city. It wiil 
also direct him to make an estimate of the 
sarue aud report results to the Board. When 
such report shall have been received, it is the 
purpose of the Board to submit the subject 
to the people at a special election, to deter­ 
mine whether the improvements shall be 
made. 
A S a d A c c id e n t —On Saturday after­ 
noon, little Blanche, a five-year-old daughter 
of E. F. Woodward, who resides on I street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh, while engaged 
in play, had the large finger of the right 
hand cut off at the second j iut and the third 
finger nearly severed. The- girl was playing 
by the side of the house with two other small 
children. They had a large ax, with which 
they were cutting sticks upon a little block, 
when the ax came down upon her hand, with 
the above resuits. The little girl went into 
the house without crying, and not finding 
her mother, went into the next house, and 
holding up her hand, quietly told them what 
had happened. A physician was immedi­ 
ately sent for and the hand dressed. Yester­ 
day the remainder of the second finger was 
tiken (.if at the last joint, as It was 
thought that by doing so it would leave 
the hand iu better shape. The other finger it 
is thought will be saved. A strange fact con­ 
nected with the occurrence is that on Thursday 
night last Mrs. Woodward dreamed that just 
such an accident had happened to this little 
girl, and it was so real to her that she told it 
to the family ami others the next morning, 
with expressions of apprehension that it was 
to occur. She even printed out the same 
fingers upon the right hand which she saw, 
a- she said, in her or-am, to have been cut 
olf and the hiood streaming from them. A 
further striking particular of the occurrence 
which was seen in the shadow cast before, 
was, as she stated in telling her dream, that 
she dreamed that she had just returned from 
down town when she was met at the gate and 
told of the incident. Even this part of it oc­ 
curred, as she had previously related it. 
D eserters Arrested.—Officers liider and 
Fee arrested in this city two deserters from 
the Marine Corps at Mare Island last week, 
named Augustus Heenan and Abraham Xon- 
neyville. The former was acting as barber 
at the post, and when he deserted took with 
him the tonsorial outfit belonging to the 
headquarters, upon which he acknowledged 
he male a raise in this city, but would not di­ 
vulge where it c >uld be found. 
Fie was 
taken back to the islaud on Friday by officer 
liider, and will be tried for desertion and 
larceny. This is his ae on I de ertion, and be 
wiil probably have an opportunity to break 
stone for some time to come. Z mneyville 
was also a deserter from the same post, but he 
was of so little account to the service that 
the Commandant did not wish him returned, 
and he was released. 
Serious I njury —As Patrick Filand was 
riding along .T street, just above Fourth, on 
Saturday afternoon, in a grocery delivery 
wagon, bis horse took fright from a dog 
jumping at its nose, and turning quickly, up­ 
set the wagon and tfirew Mr. Filand out, 
striking his head upon a cobble paving-stone 
in the stre"t. A deep gash and serious con­ 
tusion of the head were produced, aud he lay 
f r a few moments in an unconscious state, 
lie was carried into the drug store of Fish it 
Collins, and medical assistance cslled in. He 
soon recovered suffic:ently to enable him to 
be taken home, aud at last accounts was im­ 
proving. 
E x am in atio n s H e ld .—The ease of J. R. 
Childs and M attie Bryant, upon a charge of 
grand larceny in connection with the robbery 
of £150 from Mrs. Ludwig’s house on Fifth 
street, were before the Police Court on Sat­ 
urday. The defendants w re rooming in the 
house at the time the money was taken, and 
the testimony against Childs is regarded as 
very strong, rroiu the tact developed in the 
testimony that he was known to have £150 in 
his possession immediately after the larceny 
was committed, and from oilier circumstances 
and remarks which he is said to have made. 
The cases were continued for argument until 
to morro w. 
Garroteo.— At about 1! o’clock on Satur­ 
day night, as William Schmidt, who is in the 
employ of Jacob Meister, was going home 
and passing the lumber-yard on J street, be­ 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth, three men 
emerged from behind the piles of lumb r at 
the side of the w-alk and garroted him, 
during which he was very severely kicked.

THE DEBT OF SACRAMENTO. 
Letter from Judge H. 0. Beatty on that 
Subject. 
E d s. R eco rd -U n Io N : W ith your permis­ 
sion, I will make some suggestions as to the 
debt of Sacramento city. The bonds which 
are called Sacramento fimded debt bonds, 
were issued under two Acts of the Legisla­ 
ture. The first Act was approved April 24. 
1858, which provided for the issuance of city 
bonds to the amount of £1.6(10,000. The 
real amount of these bjnds was not issued 
within the time limited in the Act. The sec­ 
ond Act extended the time within which these 
bonds might be issued. The first Act, under 
which the largest portion of these bond8 
were issued, contained provisions for c msoli 
diting the city and county governments. 
Section 50 of this first Act contaius this pro­ 
vision : ‘ The revenue derived from and 
witnin the city limits for municipal purposes, 
viz ; 
Taxes, licenses, harbor dues, water 
rents and fines collected in the Mayor's 
Court, ir otherwise, when paid into the treas­ 
ury, shall be set apart and appropriated n 
follows ; Fifty five per cent, to an interest 
imi sinking fuud. which should be applied 
o the payment of the annual iuterest and the 
final redemption of bonds issued for city in­ 
debtedness, in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of triis Act.” The other forty-five pi r 
cent, is distributed among the various city 
funds, such as school fun 1, salary fund, etf. 
Section 141 of the sanie Act prescribes that 
the city authorities shall levy a tax of 100 
cents on the £100 per annum for municipal 
purposes. The Courts have decided time 
ami again, that when an Act of this kind is 
passed by a Legislature, and the creditors of 
a corporation fun 1 their debts thereunder, 
the Act of the Legislature becomes a part of 
the contract, and no State Legislature 
can repeal the Act or so modify it as to lessen 
the security of the creditor. 
in nth r 
words, th e” Act, 
so far as it is a 
protection 
for the 
creditors, remains 
in force although 
nominally 
repealed 
by the L-gislature. 
That being 
the 
case, every creditor of the city of Sacramento 
nas two remedies against the city, which no 
Court or Judge having jurisdiction of the 
ease would hesitate for a moment to enforce, 
i’liese are the remedies : First, if the lrus- 
tees refu-e or fail to levy the taxes they are 
by law required to levy, they can be com­ 
pelled to make the levy; and this very 
promptly, for there would be no evidence in 
the case. The Court would only have to read 
the law- and pronounce the j idgment. I 
hardly think any respectable lawyer would 
make himself ridiculous by attempting an ar­ 
gument against so plain a proposition. Sec­ 
ondly the Treasurer of the city can be com­ 
pelled by mandamus to set apart 55 per cent, 
of all money coming into the treasury for the 
payment of iuterest on city bonds, subject, 
perhaps, to these exceptions : He may not be 
compelled to set apart more than 55 per 
cent, of one per cent, of the property tax. or 
more than 27.1 per cent, of the water rents. 
I say the Treasurer may not be compelled to 
set apart from the property tax more than 
55-100 of one per cent. But this, I think, is 
doubtful. The Act very clearly exprofs-.s t ie 
idea that 55 100 of all revenue coming into 
the treasury shall be set apart for interest. 
It is true that at that time it was not ex­ 
pected ‘.hat more than one per cent, would 
come into the treasury. But if more should 
come in afterwards, it looks to me very much 
if this clause would carry 55-100 of the 
wnole. If this view is right, as the Treas­ 
urer receives two per cent, into the treasury, 
he might be compelled to pay over 55 per 
ceDt. of the whole, or say £1 10, out of the 
city money for interest purposes. 
Tlitre are some persons who claim that the 
holders of the city bonds are only entitled to 
55 per cent, of the net revenue of the water 
works. If that Wt-rc so then the Treasurer 
would he compelled to set apart only 271 pier 
cent, of the gross receipts of the water works 
instead of 55 per cer-t.: but I can see no war­ 
rant for such a conclusion in the Act of 1858, 
and no future Act could diminish the re­ 
sources of the creditors. 
If the Trmtees refuse to carry out their 
agreement of last December I am very sore 
proceedings by mandamus will very soon fol­ 
low. Now let us see what the city may gain 
and what she may lose in the event of such 
litigation. It is admitted by the opponents 
of the tax they agreed to raise that s!i_e_ may 
be compelled by mandamus to raise 55 per 
cent, of one per cent. Ait they contend for 
is that the case may be delayed aud kept tied 
up in the Courts until possibly it may be too 
late to levy the tax tais year. On the other 
hand there may be no delay at all, and the 
Treasurer may be compelled to pay over 
£1 10 on the £100 instead of 55 cents. In re­ 
gard to the water works revenue it is only a 
difference between ‘-.’7j pier cent- and 55 pier 
cent, of the revenue. If they go to law they 
only contend that the payment from the 
water works should be 271 per cent. By the 
compromise it was to be 45 pier cent., and if 
they call on the Court to settle it they will 
probably have to piay 55 per cent. Besides 
this the city would lie put to heavy costs for 
attorney’s fees, etc., in contesting the matter. 
About a year ago one suit by mandamus was 
brought against the city by a party holding 
bonds to the amount of £1.000 or £2,000, and 
if we are to judge hy the results in that cage 
what it would cost the city in the way of law­ 
yer's fees and other things paid to stave that 
one iff, if the city were sued on all its bonds 
the ci st of staving off for one year would be 
greater than the whole amount of bonds out­ 
standing. 
In regard to the Memphis decision there is 
a great deal of talk hy people who do not un­ 
derstand anything about it. But it does not 
conflict with the views laid down hire. I 
may notice that decision in another communi­ 
cation.

2 I do not know wheu or where your com­ 
mittee was appointed, nor whom it represents. 
If it be the so-called committee formed hy 
George Cadwalader, then I do not regard-it 
as fairly representing the people (although 
perB naily composed of good citizens), for T 
believe that committee was organized hy said 
Cailw-alader for the sole purpose, on his part, 
of embroiling the city of Sacramento in ex­ 
pensive litigation, that he might reap some 
pay as attorney therein. 1 do not, however, 
believe that a majority, or even a respectable 
minority of the men whose names he has 
used, will aid him in his mercenary purpose, 
though I believe all will seek to iabor for 
Sacramento. 
3. I live iu Sacramento I have an interest 
in its success. I have labored and will labor 
for its welfare. Hence as your invitation 
states that the meeting is callpd “ upon 
uigent business connected with the welfare 
of Sacramento,” I will be at the place ap­ 
pointed at the time appointed, and will, for 
the sake of Sacramento, negl -ct my duty as 
a Senator. I am ready at all times to meet 
with any number of the citizens of Sacra­ 
mento and consult with them as to measures 
best calculated to advance her interests. 
4. If George Cadwalader is connected with 
the committee of which you sign yourself 
Secretary, as 1 presume and in fact feel cer­ 
tain he is, I trust that he will be able to treat 
the persons invited by your committee with 
politeness at the meeting to-morrow. Very 
respectfully yours.

A Square Call.—A card appears in an­ 
other column, calling a meeting of citizens to 
assemble at the l’avilinn to-night at 7:30, for 
the purpose of taking into consideration m at­ 
ters relating to the tax levy made last Satur­ 
day by the Board of Trustees. There have 
been many meetings concerning fevees, taxes, 
bonded indebtedness, unpaid coupons, ar­ 
rangements with creditors, refunding of the 
cify debt, committees of fifty-six, committees 
of seven by nine, ai d other star chamber pro­ 
ceedings, but the call for to-night is the first 
open one that has been made where the 
merely plain citizen or uudeccrated member 
of the community may appear aud feel that 
he has a right to be pre.-eut where matters 
touching his interests are being discussed. 
The othtr tills to adjust matters of common 
concernment have been made by postal card, 
and invitations hy the B 'ard of Trade, and 
it is significant as well as amusing, that in all 
these cases the parties to in have imitated 
the "Three Tailors of Tooley Street,” 
who began their fu’minations with the

“ We, the People of En­ 
gland.” The meeting to-night will probably 
result in the appoiutment of a committee to 
wait upon the Trustees, who will proceed ac­ 
cordingly to wait upon the Trustees. The 
productive industries of the city ure likely to 
suffer iu consequence of the numerous able­ 
bodied men engaged in acting as committees 
to wait upon the Trustees, Just now it is 
difficult to determine, when a body of gentle­ 
men are seen proceeding in the direction of 
the City Hall, as to what particular meeting, 
elan or faction they belong.

T h e M i l i t a r y D rill. — The Oakland 
Guard, Captain Levy, gave an exhibition of 
company drill at the Pavilion Saturday 
evening to a very good audience. Sixty men 
were in the line. Their average age was 22, 
and the average hight five feet nine inches. 
The men of the company are very well se­ 
lected, their bodily build being so nearly 
alike as to make the company appearance 
exo.edingly uniform. The drill was an ex­ 
cellent entertainment, and proved highly 
creditable to the command. The programme 
presented the company first in full marching 
order; company inspection followed, and 
then, arms being stacked, the Guard retired, 
and presently appeared in fatigue dress aud 
went through the calisthenics of thecompany. 
After again retiring, the command, in full 
dress uniform, gave all the marching 
movements, the manual of arms, loading and 
tiring, the silent manual, the bayonet exer­ 
cise and the skirmish drill. The company 
appeared to best advantage in its marching 
movements, in that respect being very 
nearly perfect. It was less successful in the 
bayonet exercise aud decidedly at fault in 
the skirmish drill. In the manual at arms 
it was very tine, and is piohably the best- 
drilled company in the manual in the State. 
The First ArtiUery Band furnished music for 
the occasion, which concluded with a social 
dance. The company returned to Oakland 
yesterday morning. It is making an effort to 
go to Washington to be present at the in­ 
auguration of General G trfi-ld. The ex- 
pen-es of the trip for seventy-five men will be 
£17.000. Of this stun there has been guaran­ 
teed £8,000. If the company goes East it 
must leave on Thursday of this week. 
She C am e to th e R esc u e .—About two 
months ago a man named Kennedy, who, for 
want of funds to pay a fine, was serving out 
a sentence witli the chain gang, and whose 
term had within about two weeks expired, 
succeeded in making his escape, and a faith­ 
ful search for him failed to disclose his where­ 
abouts. While officers Garrett and Shellars 
were superintending their gang at Twelfth 
street and the uor’h levee a day or two since 
Kennedy was seen in tlie vicinity, aud after 
a brisk chase was captured. He was con­ 
veyed to jail for safe keeping during the re­ 
mainder of his unexpired term. But just 
here is where the most interesting part of the 
situation is developed, for it appears that in­ 
stead of lying around idly, as some would 
have done, during these two months that he 
has been eluding the officers, he was shyly 
engaged in courting, winning aud marrying a 
young damsel in the city, who, hearing of his 
arrest, came promptly forward, paid the bal­ 
ance of his tine, snapped her fingers in the 
jailers face aud triumphantly departed with 
her spouse. 
E lectric L ight.—A. G. Waterhouse and 
Dr. B. B. Brewer, inventors of the electric 
light which has been exhibited in this city, 
went East in December in its interests. 
They soon after procured a patent upon the 
invention, and have now made satisfactory 
arrangements with the United States Electric 
Eight Company of New York for its manu­ 
factory aI;d introduction. Dr. Brewer has 
returned, arriving here last Saturday, and 
ilr. Waterhouse will remain in New York to 
superintend their construction. The light 
will soon be introduced in leading cities in 
tbe East, and a supply will be received in 
this city, it is expected, in about six weeks.
